It is interesting to notice in this 
connection how time ever reveals the 
overruling of circumstances by God.

The whole story ts full of western 
color, and has in it much of beauty. 
Its main value, is that of its revela- 
tion of the abiding necegsity for loyal- 
ty to the principle of faith. Faith 
is not for the great crises of life alone.

It 
must be the active principle in all en- 
terprises and choices. Indeed, in the 
life of faith every smallest event is in 
some sense a crisis, leading on to 
other things.

That is not faith 
which allows things to drift, or blind- 
ly trusting to some choice, hopes they 
may turn out well. Faith discerns 
the true line of action, and carefully 
guards against the possibility of wan- 
dering from it. Faith demands that 
the life of the companion shal! not be 
chosen from a corrupt race and in- 
sists upon it that the seed of promise 
abide on the land of promise. Thus 
faith guards against two wrong prin- 
ciples of action; that of arranging ac- 
cording to sight and human calcula- 
tion, and that of falling to make use 
of the gift of reason which God has 
bestowed upon men.

DENVER, March 21.—[Special Dis- 
patch. J The malady of feeble-minded- 
ness is increasing at an alarming rate 
and the country is threatened with a. 
feeble-minded generation unless this 
class of people is segregated, accord- 


ing to Prof. F. A. Busche, who lec-’ 


tured at the Woman's Club yesterday. 

“Many persons whom we think are 
merely stupid are feeble-minded,” 
said the professor, who speke on 
“Causes of Poverty.“ 

“Many people go so far as to say , 
that isolation and segregation & this 
class would solve all of our 
problems. At least it would solve «=, 
great many. It is from this class thet 
a large proportion of the women of 
the slums are recruited. They have 
not the will power to resist tempta- 
tion. It is from this class also that 
the majerity of the cases of chronic 
poverty come — the feeble - minded 
woman who cannot retain a posite 
more than two weeks; the man wh 
cannot succeed in his work because 
he lacks the ability of concentration. 

“The primary causes of poverty are 
economic and personal. The personal 
cause, as I have shown, with its re- 
sultant secondary causes of desertion,: 
large family and laziness, can only be 
eliminated by attacking the Poot of 


the matter, the problem of ind 


ance. 

“Resultant secondary causes ot 
poverty from the economic cause 
overcrowding, intemperance, imm 
ity and criminality. Instead of trymg 
to do away with the primary eco- 
nomic cause our present system of 
relief has merely attacked the sec- 
ondary causes without any great re- 
sul’s, for we all well know ‘the poor 
aro always with us.’’

Hunington failed to explain why 
he sent Miss Colvin to pawn the dia- 
mond ring belonging to Mrs. Thayer.

. Complications of a financial char- 


acter threaten to in themselves 
into the case in conn n with the 
effort of Mrs. Crowe to collect on her 
policy in the Standard Insurance Com- 
pany of Detroit.

They also hold to 
the suicide theory and meet the re- 
quest of the widow with the demand 
that she produce the body. 

Mrs. Crowe yesterday gave her rea- 
sons for her positive statements that 
her husband did not take his own 
life. Grief has laid a heavy hand on 
the young woman and she spoke with 
the tragedy that has dark- 


MRS. CROWE’S BELIEF. 

“There was never a more absurd 
theory advanced that that my husband 
took his own life.” she said. True, 
the theory seems plausible enough, 
considering the circumstances, but to 
those of us who knew him the thought 
is absolutely foreign. Ernest Crowe 
would have been the lest man in the 
world to do such a thing as that. He 
had everything in the world to live 
for and nothing to impell him to such 
a @deed. Our home life was all that 
could be desired and he had never a 
worry or care. 

“He met with an accident to his foot 
while in Portland and was laid up 
for month He was so anxious to 
get out that he seemed just like a 
big happy bey recently when he found 
that he could discard his crutches 
and cane. No, no, he was far too 
happy a man to have taken his life.” 

Commenting on some of her rea- 
sons for believing that her husband 
was slain, Mrs. Crowe told of a letter

The Pacific Electric Ratiway Com- 
pany today commenced the necessary 
legal proceedings to apply for the re- 
newal of the franchise on wharf No. 
2, and for a franchise for twenty 
years, on wharf No. 1. The franchise 
to the railroad company for wharf No. 
1 lapsed more than a year ago and 
although the matter has been dis- 
cussed many times informally by the 
City Trustees and railroad officials, no 
formal application for the franchise 
has been made. While the railroad 
owns the wharves the land is owned 
by the city and for this reason, it is 
said certain concessions should be 
made by the railroad to the city, for 
the franchise. 

There is now a new question 
brought up as to whether the land is 
owned by the city or the State and 
whether the granting of the franchise 
lies with the city or the State Rall- 
road Commission. Several years ago 
the city annexed the land adjoining 
the ocean front, three miles out to 
sea, but by a recent decision in the 
Supreme Court all such lands were 
said to belong to the State so that 
legal opinions vary regarding the 
ownership of the land in question.

MANY COMPLICATIONS. 

A suit involving a bill of sale and 
the recovery of personal property 
evolved one of the most complicated 
actions it has been Judge Murphey's 
duty to try.

When the smoke cleared 
Kincheloa found he was out about 
$10,000 on the venture, for he testi- 
fied he paid Cheesebrough $1070 to 
relinquish the lease, and he counted 
in as loss the gross receipts of the 
hotel, estimated at about $3000 a 
month.
